The inventions are distinct if either or both of 
the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can 
be used to make other and materially different product, or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially 
different process (Ml 1 EE' § 806. 05(f)). In the instant case the 
undefined isolation materials of said isolation regions could 
have been selected from the many known insulators ion the art 
such as oxides, nitrides, oxynit rides, or silica glass. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given 
above and as shown by the above different classifications, the 
fields of search are not co-extensive and separate examination 
would be required for examination purposes and the restriction 
requirement as indicated is proper.
